RESERVE STOCKS NEEDED 

Without doubt the United States is the 
strongest nation, defensively, in the world. That 
is, from a natural geographic and economic 
angle. Within its borders a combination of 
factors may be found which are not even re- 
motely approached by any other country. 
Nearest rivals in this natural position are prob- 
ably Russia and Great Britain. The former, 
however, is held together by the uncertain arm 
of the dictator, while the latter is almost en- 
tirely dependent upon sea power. 


While the development of aircraft abroad 
has had the tendency to lessen the nation’s nat- 
ural defensive position, this may be discounted 
almost entirely with the determination to en- 
large and improve the naval and flying arms. 
It would be no simple feat to bomb American 
cities. But it would not be impossible unless 
the nation maintains naval and air strength on 
a parity with or even greater than other coun- 
tries.

(From The Spartanburg Herald.) 
_ Four years ago the Federal Bureau of Chem- 
istry established a laboratory plant at Laurel. 
Miss., for the manufacture of starch from sweet 
potatoes. The Associated Press recently distrib- 
uted among its members an article which indi- 
cated the success of the Laurel experiment and 
gave some facts relating to the starch industry 
in the United States. 

It is not generally known that we import ap- 
proximately half billion pounds of starch and 
that it is used for human food, glue and other 
products and by textile mills and launderies. The 
Station at Laurel has shown that farmers sending 
their potatoes to it were paid an average of $60 
an acre. Some of them realized as much as $150 

acre. Those receipts were equal to or greater 

the income from cotton and the potato farm- 
ers had another cash crop. 

It has been suggested that starch plants, cost- 
ing from $75,000 to $100,000 each, could be dis- 
tributed throughout the sweet potato growing 
states of the south and that their output would 
make it unnecessary for this country to make 
large annual payments for starch to foreign manu- 
facturers. These facteries would stimulate the 
growing of sweet potatoes for the food markets 
and the culls, now practically useless, would be 
used for starch. 

In most of the southern states the sweet potato 
is easily grown and the production per acre is 
large.

If ever there was a program which, in its 
fundamentals, is free of undesirable sectional- 
ism, it is the program dealing with problems of 
the south which was adopted last Sunday, in 
Atlanta, at a conference of southern leaders of 
many types. 

It is not only antagonistic to the best inter- 
ests of the south itself, it is absurd for south- 
erners to refuse to recognize the serious handi- 
caps present in the economy of the south. There 
are unmistakable evils in this section which 
must be remedied before we can even hope for 
that development which, once the handicaps 
are removed, will inevitably bring about a reali- 
zation of the dream which has existed in south- 
ern hearts and southern imaginations for more 
than half a century. 

It is useless, at this date, to attempt to place 
blame for these conditions. It is true, in large 
degree, that the problems of the south today 
are the direct result of the attitude of the vic- 
torious north after the War Between the States. 
Too many northern leaders, in positions of 
political, economic, business influence, have 
treated the south in the terms of a conquered 
colony. That, however, is water over the dam. 
It is one of the apparently inevitable sad re- 
sults of war—all peace treaties are unjust to 
the defeated, all after-war economies impose 
cruel restrictions upon the loser on the 
battlefield.

RESERVE STOCKS NEEDED 

Without doubt the United States is the 
strongest nation, defensively, in the world. That 
is, from a natural geographic and economic 
angle. Within its borders a combination of 
factors may be found which are not even re- 
motely approached by any other country. 
Nearest rivals in this natural position are prob- 
ably Russia and Great Britain. The former, 
however, is held together by the uncertain arm 
of the dictator, while the latter is almost en- 
tirely dependent upon sea power. 


While the development of aircraft abroad 
has had the tendency to lessen the nation’s nat- 
ural defensive position, this may be discounted 
almost entirely with the determination to en- 
large and improve the naval and flying arms. 
It would be no simple feat to bomb American 
cities. But it would not be impossible unless 
the nation maintains naval and air strength on 
a parity with or even greater than other coun- 
tries. 

It is the nation’s potential strength, how- 
ever, which far overshadows other countries. 
Its position as regards gold; its resources in 
raw materials and foods; its highly specialized 
and easily expandable industrial structure; its 
power resources; its recognized efficiency in 
workmanship; its transportation system, all 
tend to make this country, when properly co- 
ordinated for defense, impregnable to attack 
by almost any combination of nations which 
conceivably may be brought against it. 

There is one weakness, however, which 
should not be overlooked. This is the matter 
of essential raw materials which have to be 
imported. Rubber, nickel, tin and a number of 
other essentials are almost entirely lacking. 
They must be imported. Under certain condi- 
tions this might prove difficult. Plans, there- 
fore, should be formulated to remedy this de- 
ficiency in case the world gets into another 
brawl. 

The nation should always be prepared for 
any emergency. Ample supplies, reserve stores, 
cf essential materials are as important, in many 
respects, as the reserve corps of the fighting 
forces. This part of the defense program should 
not be overlooked. 


WORLD TRAVEL BY AUTO 

A few years from now, if Donald McDonald 
has his way, it will be possible for an Atlantan 
to pack his bags, crank up his car and set out 
for Paris—getting there without leaving the 
ground and without getting seasick. True, this 
casual traveler will have to go around the 
world to get there, but get there he will, on 
rubber. 

In the early years of the twentieth century, 
before the pioneering instinct of the railroad 
builder had died out, E. H. Harriman projected 
a railroad which would have run up through 
British Columbia and Alaska, across the Bering 
Strait either by bridge or by tunnel, across 
Siberia and then linked with European systems. 
Japan, then embroiled with Russia, protested, 
fearing it would serve Russia with a supply line. 
Doom of the plan was included in the Ports- 
mouth treaty which ended the Russo-Japanese 
war. . 
Today, however, with the example of the 
Key West system before them, road engineers 
have turned again to this dream of an inter- 
continental system. Donald McDonald, famous 
Alaskan highway engineer, outlines the project 
in the current issue of the American magazine. 
He predicts the system will be completed within 
“our time.” 

His dream extends beyond this, however, for 
only the first. step in such a system would be a 
highway link between the United States and 
Alaska, now joined only by sea transportation. 
Approximately 1,100 miles of road would be con- 
structed from Hazelton, B. C., to the end of the 
present Alaskan system at McCarty, about 100 
miles southeast of Fairbanks. The cost would 
be about $15,000,000, but it would open Alaska’s 
vast wealth to exploitation and be of inestim- 
able military value in the event of a Pacific 
war.

AMERICAN ANACHRONISM WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—The 


most interesting new man in 
Washington is Robert Alphonse Taft, of Ohio. Everyone knows 
how he won his senate seat against heavy odds. Everyone knows 
that he’s widely thought to have the best chance for the Republican 
nomination in 1940. But very few know what sort of fellow he is. 

The most striking thing about Bob Taft is not that he was the 
son of the genial man-mountain who served successively as Presi- 
dent and chief justice of the United States. It is not that he enjoys 
all the obvious suitabilities for a Republican nominee. It is not 
even that he is that rather rare animal, a fundamentally sincere 
politician. The most striking thing about him, curiously enough, 
is that he is an anachronism. 

The country could do wtih a great many more of the same kind 
of anachronism. He is the perfect specimen of the best type of 
midland American of three or four decades ago. It was not a grace- 
ful type, and Bob Taft is not a graceful man. Airs and graces, 
prettifications and pomposities are hardly in his line. 

t was an exceedingly American type, far from inclined to as- 
sume the glossy, international exterior for which the eastern and 
midwestern prosperous now strive. No one could be less glossily in- 
ternational than Bob Taft, who infinitely prefers Cincinnati, Ohio, 
to New York, London or anywhere else. On the other hand, no 
one could be less a babbitt. Babbittry, with all its vulgar self- 
gratulation, is a symptom of the same lack of inner confidence as 
the frantic striving for bogus glossiness. And Bob Taft is perfectly 
content to be what he is and was born, without show of assertive- 
ness. 


“TAFT AND MODERATION” Looking at and talking to Bob 


Taft, you see him as one of 
the merchants, lawyers, educators and manufacturers who built up 
the great midwestern cities through the ’70s and ’80s and ’90s, and 
were their “leading men” until big business began to crowd local 
enterprise into obscurity. And while the lessons of the last years 
have been far from lost on him, he has the same sort of approach 
to national problems, being cautious, hardheaded and conservative 
in method and theory. Hard money, a balanced budget, no for- 
eign entanglements—-these are all cardinal Taft principles. 

To the New Dealers, with their more modern economics, Taft’s 
opinions would seem as anachronistic as his personality. The mod- 
ern economics may be right. Time will have to tell. Meanwhile, 
Taft is honest, humane, extremely able and extremely sensible. 
Perhaps before he entered the senate race his thinking was a trifle 
rigid. But the campaign loosened his joints to such an extent that 
he even made a highly practical gesture toward the Townsend- 
ites. Now he perfectly understands that much of the New Deal 
has been cheerfully accepted by the people. He wishes for no 
return to the status quo ante, and, if he runs in 1940, his slogan 
will be, “Taft and moderation.” 


TWO TO WATCH As this is an effort to describe what sort of 
man Bob Taft is, the details of his history 


are incidental. It will suffice to say that he was out of the lime- 
light throughout his father’s administration, being busy going 
through Yale and getting his law degree at Harvard; that he began 
practicing law in Cincinnati and made a considerable success; as 
a local politician, he made a moderate success, rising to be speaker 
of the Ohio house in 1926, and that he was always interested in 
local politics. A constitutional Republican, he disagreed with his 
more liberal brother, Charles, who helped lead the reformers in 
their fight for city charter government in Cincinnati. At the start, 
his campaign for the senate was not altogether successful, for he 
had a certain bleakness and aridity in public. But his obvious 
honesty, his hard work and sensible forthrightness soon began to 
tell. As he gained headway, he also gained assurance, until now, 
after his victory, the bleakness and aridity are gone. He will never 
be a magnetic platform figure, but he should be an attractive one 
to voters who want a man they can trust. 

His portrait would not be complete without a mention of his 
best asset, his wife Martha, who is the same sort of person he is, 
but with wonderful gaiety, buoyancy and warmth. One can be- 
lieve the Ohio story of her car turning over in an accident on the 
way to a campaign meeting. It appears she was pulled out from 
under the car by a case-hardened Democrat, who became a Re- 
publican on the spot, after she had spoken two words to him. Alto- 
gether, the Tafts are a couple to watch.

In a typical American city of 100,000 population, official in- 
vestigators declare that almost half of the people on relief are 
chiselers. They have regular jobs and have had for years; they 
are prosperous people living in good apartments; or they gave 
fake addresses to hide their real identity. 

The percentage of corruption cannot be typical of relief admin- 
istration; but human nature and politics are much the same in all 
parts of America, and it is a safe assumption that honest investiga- 
tion by some disinterested agency would reveal fraud and dishon- 
esty in many another town. 

Every investigation thus far reported has revealed a rotten mess. 
Wherever irresponsible politicians are free to play Santa Claus with 
other people’s money, and keep sketchy, unaudited records of their 
generosity and experiments, all experience has shown that weak 
human nature cannot survive the strain. 

In the biggest national projects there is foolish extravagance 
and waste and bookkeeping that is at least confusing; in the small- 
est hamlet, relief money is given to those who are related to the 
right people. 

Chiselers on relief are not the only ones living at public ex- 
pense, but they are typical. The whole country 1s lwing on the 
future. States and towns are spending more than their own taxes 
bring; farmers are getting a higher price than a natural market 
would provide; wages are held up by law and government require- 
ments; and business of every kind is getting a share of government 
money. We are living beyond our means and charging the deficit 
to the future. 

If the government should withdraw its support of everything 
overnight, there would be panic and riotous rebellion. Stopping the 
thing will not be easy. Even the tamest animals snarl when driven 
from their feed. And no politician, of any party, will voluntarily 
quit a scheme that enables him to feather his nest by using other 
people’s money. 

Yet every person of understanding knows that our present 
course, if long continued, must end in ruin, It is only a question of 
how long the country can stand it. 

Honest relief is necessary until business is enabled to take up 
the slack. But politicians who advocate continuation of the pres- 
ent system do so not because it is wise but in fear of “revolution.” 
If that is the alternative, is anything gained by postponing the day 


of decision?

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Board Recommendations 
for Changes Approved 
in Message to Congress 


Urging Speedy Adoption 


« WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—(7)— 
President Roosevelt asked con- 
gress for a broad liberalization of 
the social security program today 
and drew an immediate reply 
from Republican quarters that the 
first necessity was the correction 
of the “mistakes” in the present 
System. 

The chief executive submitted, 
with an approving special mes- 
Sage, a report by the Social Se- 
curity Board which recommended 
that: 

Federal old age insurance pay- 
ments begin in 1940 instead of 
1942, the date fixed in the present 
law. 

Old age insurance payments be 
larger during the early years of 
the program than the law now re- 
quires. 

Extension of Plan. 

The old age plan be extended 
as rapidly as possible to some 
6,000,000 workers now outside the 
system. 

The unemployment insurance 
System also be enlarged to em- 
brace millions now uncovered. 

“As regards both the federal old 
age insurance system and the fed- 
eral-state unemployment compen- 
Sation system,” Mr. Roosevelt said 
in his message, “equity and sound 
social policy require that the 
benefits be extended to all of our 
people as rapidly dministra- 
tive experience and public under- 
standing permit.” 

senator Vandenberg, 
can, Michigan, who has 
extensive study of the 
commented: 

“He ignores the fundamental! 
necessity of putting the existing 
system on a sound basis before it 
Is expanded. I emphatically agree 
that there should be an expansion, 
but manifestly it is logical that 
we must first correct the mistakes 
in the existing formula.” 

“Two-Fold Approach.” 

Mr. Roosevelt suggested. as did 
the board, “a two-fold approach” 
to the problem of old age pay- 
ments, suggesting that “one way”’ 
Was to begin payments earlier and 
make them more liberal, and a 
second to increase federal grants 
to states of “limited fiscal canpaci- 
ties, so they may provide more 
adequate assistance to those in 
need.” 

(Under the social security act 
there are two forms of payments 
to the aged. There is an old age 
insurance system, under. which 
workers and employers pay taxes 
and the worker receives a monthly 
pension when he reaches 65 and 
retires. There is also a system 
under which the federal govern- 
ment makes grants-in-aid to states 
for outright gifts to aged persons 
who are needy.) 

As drawn in 1935 the act re- 
quires that old-age insurance pay- 
ments begin in 1942 and go to 
workers who have reached the age 
of 65 and have been employed 
during some part of the five pre- 
ceding calendar years. 

Payment Fixed. 

It fixed such payments monthly 
at one-half of 1 ner cent the 
total wages of. the worker aft 
December 31, 1936. with a mini 
mum monthly payment of $10. 
The argument has been ad- 
vanced that this is insufficient for 
the proper maintenance of the re- 
cipient; especially if he has de- 
pendents. The Advisory Council 
on Social Security suggested some 
weeks ago that 50 per cent be add- 
ed to the payment in the case of 
beneficiaries with one dependent. 

The board, in its report today, 
suggested the payment of “supple- 
mentary benefits” to dependent 
wives of retired workers. It alse 
suggested that the benefits be cal- 
culated On a basis of average 
rather than on the total re- 
ceived.

Four years ago I sent to the 
newly convened congress a mes- 
‘sage transmitting a report of the 
committee on economic security. 
In that message I urged that con- 
gress consider the enactment into 
law of the program of protection 
for our people outlined in 
report. Thecongress acted upon that 
recommendation and today we 
have the Social Security Act in 
effect throughout the length and 
breadth of our county. 

This act has amply proved its 
essential soundness. 

More than two and one-half 
million needy old people, needy 
blind persons, and dependent chil- 
dren are now receiving systemat- 
ic and humane assistance to the 
extent of a half-billion dollars a 
year. 

Three and a half million unem- 
ployed persons have received out- 
of-work benefits amounting to 
$400,000,000 during the last year. 

A federal old-age insurance sys- 
tem, the largest undertaking of its 
kind ever attempted, has been or- 
ganized and under 
been set up individual accounts 
covering 42,500,000 persons, who 
may be likened to the policy hold- 
ers of a private insurance com- 
pany. 

RIGHT TO BE PROUD 
OF OUR PROGRESS 

In addition there are the splen- 
did accomplishments in the field 
of public health, vocational 
habilitation, maternal and child 
welfare and related services, made 
possible by the Social Security 
Act. 

We have a right to be proud of 


the progress we have made in the | 


short time the Social Security Act 
has been in operation.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—(AP)~— 
Following is the text of President 
Roosevelt's message on. the crea- 
tion of a federal real estate board:

The Gypsy tribe is breaking up 
into clans.
